jiasued. The gotal*amount of insurance written, according to the report re-| 
ceived, was $48,728,869 as compared with $40,278,709 in 1918. ‘The amount 
of premiums incredsed from $8,617,198 in 1918 to $4,687,336 in 1919, and 
the amount of risk taken went*from §$112,972,973 to $147,485,483... The 
northern part of the province was particularly strong in the amount of in- 
;surance written, and one company alone reported that out of $3,463,000 
| written $3,000,000 was written in the north end of the province. 

Several of the companies had big increases in business over last year. 
The Metropolitan jumped from $3,000,000 to $4,000,000; the Sun Life 
from $1,600,000 to $3,000,00; the Manufacturers’ Life from $1,800,000 to 
$4,000,000; the Great West Life Insurance company from $3,760,000 to 
$6,300,000; the Prudential from $2,000,000 to $3,000,000, and so on down 
the list of a great many of the companies.

COMMISSION ON 
UNIFYING LAWS 
ENDS SESSIONS 


Recommends That All Disputes 
Affecting Policemen and Fire- 
men Come Under Federal Law 


OTTAWA, May &.—(Cana’’ 
Press)—-The Royal conwniesion 
the unification of labor lawe throuch- 
out Canada brought*'n the tmportant 
recommendation on Saturday last that 
all disputes affecting policemen and 
firemen shou'd come under the Juris- 
diet*on of the federal law. Another 
tmportant recommendation ts to the 
effect that afl disputes in mines and 
pubiie utilities should be dealt w'th 
exclusively by tedera} legislation. This 
Includes pu“ie utilities tnder control 
of the provinces The commission, 
which held sessions all week conclud- 
ed ‘ts labors on Saturday. 

Owing to a @erical mistake, an 
error crept into the hort on mining 
laws Which appeared in the papers 
of Saturday. 

The third clause of the recommen- 
dations should read as follows: 

In order to bring uniformity in 
mining laws W6 recommend that all 
provinces should insert regulat’ons in 
mining Jaws providing for not more 
than eight hours as a legal day's 
work, as incorporated already wholly 
or partly in the existing laws of Al- 
berta, British Columbin, Ontario. Que- 
bec and the Yukon, This does not 
represent any change in the recom- 
mendations of the committee, 

The committee’ on industrial logis- 
lation in concluding Ks report said 
it tacked informetion enabling & to 
decide upon the advisability of the 
eytension of the present federal law 
to other industries and therefore 
made no recommendation,

For nearly a century the history 
of Edmonton was the history of 
the Hudson’s Bay. company in this 
part of their great domain of Rup- 
erts Land. Edmonton House or 
Fort Edmonton, was. established 
by the Hudson’s Bay company in 
1795. There were many changes 
of trade conditions and of gov- 


ernmental athority during the fol- 
lowing hundred years. But until 
the arrival of the railway in 1891 
the great trading company held 
the field as the predominant busi- 
ness enterprise and organization 
in the part of the west of which 
Edmonton is the business centre. 
As transportation dominates trade, | 
when the great railway enterprise 
reached Edmonton it necessarily 
took precedence over the great} 
trading company in shaping the] 
destinies of Edmonton ond sur- 
rounding territory. It is a not-| 
uble fact that the same hand and 
brain that then, and for many' 
years before, had directed the att 
fairs of the trading company was 
the inspiration and driving force| 
in the still greater railway enter- 
prise. So that in a sense the Hud- 
son’s Bay company may claim to 
have succeeded itself or at any 
rate to have nominated its suc- 
cessors as a dominating factor in 
the progress of the city and coun- 
try. 

The connection of the Hudson’s 
Bay company with Edmonton is 
longer and in many ways closer 
than with any of the other cities 
which are celebrating the two 
hundred and fiftieth anniversary 
of the founding of the company. 
It will be recalled that for nearly 
200 years after the charter was 
granted the trade of the company 
was solely by way of Hudson’s 
Bay. It was more than one 
hundred years after the founding 
of the company that Edmonton 
was established. But when it had 
been established it'was maintain- 
ed for more than half a century 
as the chief interior stronghold of| 
the company. While it is possible 
that the company had a trading 
post at or near the site of the pre- 
sent city of Winnipeg before the 
post of Edmonton was establish- 
ed, it is not less a fact that that} 
post, being on the main route of 
travel of their rivals the North 
West company, was in North West 
rather than in Hudson's Bay ter- 
ritory, at the beginning of the 19th 
centuary. Indeed the coloniza- 
tion efforts of Lord Selkirk were 
for the avowed purpose of dis- 
placing North West prestige at 


- what is now Winnipeg by. Hud- 


son’s Bay company aut&ority. | 
Winnipeg's real importance in the: 
H.B.0. scheme: of things only ar- 
vived after the progress of rail- 
ways in the United States had 
made it desirable for the company 
to bring their goods through St, 
Paul to Winnipeg, using Winni-| 
per—or Ft, Garry—as a distribut- 
ing base, instead of distributing 
from York Factory. This change 
in transportation conditions took 
place some time in the late 40's or 
early 50’s, Since that condition | 
arose, Winnipeg has been the 
centre of H.B.C. operations in the 
West. But before that date—parti- 
cularly from the amalgamation of | 
the companies in 1821—-Edmonton 
was the most, important interior 
post of the Hudson’s Bay com- 
pany, both because of strategic 
position, and character and volume 
of trade. . 
During the many years in which 
transcontinental trade was carried 
on from York factory on Hudson 
Bay to the mouth of the Columbia 
not far from where the city of | 
Portland now stands, Edmonton 
was the point at which the means 
of transportation changed from 
York boats; in which oods had 
been brought from Yor factory, 
to pack horses, which carried 
them across the mountains to the 
Big Bend of the Columbia: from 
whence they were taken in canoes 


*!non and small arms. 


to the mouth of that river. The 
boats employed in this work were 
largely built at Edmonton. The 
horses that packed across the 
mountains were wintered at EKd- 
monton. <A large force of men 
was kept to build and man the 
boats and use and care for the 
horses. There was no form of 
authority behind the company that 
could be used. Therefore the 
company had to provide for the 
protection of its own interests. A 
fort was built with palisades and 
bastions atthe angles; it was sup- 
plied with an armament of can- 
Within the 
palisades were gathered the trades 


and callings necessary for tha, con- 
"| duct of the company’s operations, 


including a boat shed, carpenter 
shop, blacksmith shop, harness 
shop, horse power flour mill, ete. 
Buffalo meat from the nearby 
planes and fish from the adacent 
lakes furnished an abundant food 
supply. The great Blackfoot na- 
tion from the south traded at Hd- 


Wood Crees and the mountain 
Stonies. These were the great 
days of Edmonton, .as the inland 
capital of the Hudson’s Bay com- 
pany. 

But changed conditions brought 
changed times. Vessels from 
“around the Horn’’ not only kill- 
ed the transcontinental trade but 
enabled the company to establish 
the post—now the city—of Vic- 
toria, to which was drawn the 
whole of the trade west of the 
mountains, The advent of rail- 
ways changed the base of supply 
from York factory to St. Paul and 
made Winnipeg the interior capit- 
al of the company. Traders from 
St. Louis pushed up the Missouri 
river to Benton and took away 
the trade of the Blackfeet. The 
use of carts which could travel 
anywhere across the prairie cut 
out the York boats on the Saskat- 
chewan; and as Edmonton was the 
furtherst, prairie point from the 
general base of supply —Winnipeg 
—it was utterly at a disadvantage 
in competing for the trade of the 
plains. From being the interior 
capital it sunk for a time to a 
position little better than an out 
post, although | still 
position as the head of a ‘‘dis- 
trict.’’ 

And then. other changes came. 
For more than a century the trade 
of the MacKenzie river country 
had been carrted om by way of the 
Long Portage route. While York 
factory was the base of supply, 
the route left the Saskatchewan 
at Cumberland house, and enter- 
ed the Athabasca at McMurray. 
When Winnipeg became the base

Winnipeg by way of Carlton to 
Green lake, north of that post and 
thence by York boat, 
case did they came by way of 
Edmonton. In the seventies the 
company built a steamer on the 
Saskatchewan which ran from 
Crand Rapids to Edmonton. Con- 
nection was made by steamer from 
the, foot of the rapids across lake 
Winnipeg to Winnipeg. 1t* was 
found that steamboat transporta- 
tion was cheaper than transporta- 
tion by Red river carts, The first 
steamer was followed by several 
more, These steamers on the 
Saskatchewan to some extent. re- 
dressed the transportation con- 
ditions adverse to Edmonton that 
had been established by the use of 
ponies and carts, 

It is due to the initiative of the 
late Chief Factor Hardisty, then 
in charge of Edmonton post, that 
the company was induced to trans- 
fer their route of northern traffic 
and travel from Carlton and Green 
lake to Edmonton and Athabasca. 
The road to Athabasca was cut 
out in the first place by the com- 
pany at their own expense, and a 
post established at what is now 
the town of Athabasea, A steamer 
was built at Chipewyan by the 
late Capt. Smith to ply between 
MeMurray and what is now Fitz. 
gerald; and a second was built by 
the. same man to ply between 
Smith and the MacKenzie delta. 
Between the Grand Rapids of the 
Athabasea and 
miles,—are a number of very dang- 
erous rapids. But a tramway port- 
age was constructed by the com- 
pany at the Grand Rapids, and 
the risks of the rapids below were 
taken as they came. A flour mill 
was established at Edmonton by 
the company to grind fiour for the 
northern trade, and incidentally 
to furnish a market for the pro- 
duct of Edmonton farms. Steam- 
ers were added to the service on 
Northern waters from time to 
time as oeecasion demanded. To- 
day the navigation of the north is 
reached at three widely separated 
points by seven hundred miles of 
railroad from Edmonton. Other 
companies have built other steam- 
ers and compete with the Hud. 
son's Bay company for the trade 
of the Great North. It is only 
fair tc all concerned to say— 
especially at this time—that the 
H.B. Co. ‘‘showed the way.’’ That 
the vast resources of the great 
company have been employed to 
put and keep Edmonton on the 
map of this country’s trade and 
progress,

How far astray is sug- 
gested in some figures brought 
down in the House of Commons by 
Sir Robert’s Minister of Marine 
and Fisheries. In 1918-19 it is 
shown that Canada actually stood 
third among the nations in respect 
to the number of ships built, and) 
fourth in respect to tonnage; turn- 
ing out in that year 168 vessels of 
a total tonnage of 225,264. The 
Canadian output of ships, sail and 
steam, steel and wood construe- 
tion, far exceeds that of all the 
other British dominions combined. , 

This remarkable record has not 
of course been achieved under nor-! 
mal eonditions, nor without Gov- 
ernment assistance, The war creat- 
ed a demand never before known 
|for ocean carriers, and correspond- 
jingly stimulated the establishment 
jand extension of Canadian yards. 
The Government, too, not only as- 
sisted in getting contracts for, 
Canadian yards abroad, but em- 
barked upon the construction of a! 
publie-owned merchant marine. 
Despite the termination of the war 
and the consequent lessening of 
the demand for more ships, this 
Government program of construe- 
tion is seemingly to be carried on 
indefinitely, and the Minister has 
asked Parliament for a vote of 
twenty millions to be spent during 
the current year. | 

In this connection it is not with- 
out interest to note the remarks of 
| the president of the British cham-| 
her of shipping at a recent meet-' 
ing. He protested in the interest 
of private enterprise against what 
; seemed to be the policy of both 
Canada and the United States ‘‘to 
\**build up a merchant marine at 
“any cost, relying upon the publie 
‘nurse to make good any defi- 
“eieney’’ in operation. 

If the national policy of build-| 
ing Government ships at war-time 
cost for peace-time service is thus 
viewed with concern by British 
| shipowners it is not less entitled 
/to serious thought on the part of 
{the Canadian taxpayers. That 
ships constructed at excessive cost 
and operated by Government can 
be anything but money-losers in 
the piping times of peace and low 
freights cannot be supposed if the 
results of Government operation in 
other branches of business mean 
anything.

CATCHING UP WITH 
THE TAX LEVY. 

This year the total levy amounts to 
$8,542,395, and the mill rate, without 
much doubt, will be 45 mills, with one 
added for supplementary taxation by 
the province. Last year the ‘ total 
levy was $2,804,183, and the mill rate 
85.38 The increase this year over last 
year's levy ia $738,262. During the 
last two years the assessment has been 
reduced to something over $79,000,000 
but in 1915, with an assessment of 
$158,975,190, there was a mill rate 
of 16.75, and the following year, with 
an assessment of over $130,000,000 the 
miil rate was 21 milis. In those days 
there was no supplementary revenue 
from business taxes, or taxes on im- 
provements or income tax, For some 
years Edmonton taxpayers have paid 
In a little more than half of the an- 
nual tax levy, but during the last two 
or three years payments have shown 
a little improvement. Now the tax 
levy is begtnning to run away from 
the taxpayers. How long can any 
city keep up with this game? 


KEEPING EXPENDITURE 
WITHIN REVENUE. 

It being absolutely patent that this 
sort of thing cannot go on indefinitely, 
another question is presented. Is it 
not possibie to restrict expenditure tq 
within revenue received. City officials 
can calculate the amount of revenue 
that will be received annually almost 
to a cent, and if this can be done, it 
appears to be the only real business 
proposition to restrain expenditure to 
that sum, It might mean the cutting 
out of some of the service that the 
public enjoys, ard even the disband- 
ment of a part of the city hall staff, 
but then, on the other hand, the city 
would cease piling up debts for which 


ja day of reckoning has got to come. 


Such a policy would mean a reduction 
of police, fire, street cleaning and 
lighting, parks, playgrounds, libraries, 
poss"bly education, and other non- 
revenue producing municipal under- 
takings, to just the extent as would 
be paid for by the amount of taxes 
realized. Light, water and telephones 
would go on as usual as they pay for 


themselves, but the street railway 
naturally would present {ts usual 
as to what could be done

Now, if Dr. Reid be- 
lievea that the possession of full and 
exhaustive information {n connection 
with any government’ enterprise 
would be detrimental to the enter- 
prise then it !s apparent that the en- 
terprise is being conducted on Mnes 
that are not above serious criticism, 
If the enterprise is heing conducted 
in a way that fulfills the conditions of 
pubifc welfare there could be no eriti- 
clsm of such force as to “destroy” the 
enterprise.

BIG PARADE 
IN WINNIPEG 


Winnipeg, May 1.—“We demand 
the release of our brothers,” road the 
inscription on the first banner car- 
ried in the parade of iabor men 
through the streets of Winnipeg this 
forenoon as a protest against the im- 
prisonment of seven leaders in last 
year’s general strike. A large Union 
Jack headed the parade. Following 
the flag was a brass band, and then 
stretched out in long Mnes repreeer.t- 
atives of many of Winnipeg’s classes 
of industrial workers, 

Spectators estimated that about 
8,000 people were in line Most of 
them were men, but several hundred 
women and children marched, the 
children with red ribbons on their 
hats and on their arms. 

“Their sentence {s our sentence” 
read another banner carried by the 
marchers. “Our brothers in gaol 
should be in the legislature. See to 
it,” and “Those who are not with us 
are against us," were other inscrip- 
tions carried aloft. A float well at 
the head of the line carried a party 
of children of some of the imprisoned 
leaders. On the float was a bed, with 
the legend: ‘They came like thieves, 
in the night.”

About one hundred conductora and

Ottawa, May 1—(Canadian Press) 
~The royal commission sitting in 
Ottawa on the unification of labor 
laws, Friday passed the following re- 
solution dealing with the pay and 
working hours of women, after con- 
sidering the recommendation of the 
committee on minimum wage. 


The resolution dealing with the pay 
and working hours of women came 
from the committee on minimum 
wage and read as follows: 

“We approve the principles of a 
minimum wage for women and girls, 
and recommend that a competent 
authority be created !n each province 
in the dominion, to establish a min!- 
mum wage adequate to maintain self- 
supporting women and girls, and such 
authority shall be empowered to 1ix 
hours of employment for euch women 
and girls not already provided hy 
legislation; and further recommend 
that such hours of employment should 
not exceed 43 hours per week except 
of employees engaged in domestic or 
agricuitural employment.” 

The committee on mines and min- 
ing jaws reported that it had investi- 
gated the departmental folio on n.in- 
{ng laws, item by item, for each ani 
every province. The committee found 
that many minor provisions exist in 
the various acts throughout Canada, 
through

Business Which Took Twelve Years to Build Up Is Com- 
pletely Wiped Out—Insurance Amounted to $9,000— 


Fire Started Near Electri 


ic Motor in Workshop. 


The Alberta Motor Boat compary’s 
promises, machinery, offices, dwellings aod 
all material, nt the Low Level bridge, were 
completely destroyed Saturday worning 
by fire, which broke out about 7.30 o'clock 
and raged unchecked until its disastrous 
work was done. Not one timber now 
stands upon another and a business which 
took ten or twelve years to bulid up is 
wrecked and represents to the owners, Jas. 
Weir and James Buchannan, a total lose 
ef about $25,000. The business was in- 
sured for $9,000. 

Fire Started in Workshop. 

The premises, situated on the north bank 
of the river, and immediately east of the 
Low Level bridge, were occupied by the 
owners, Mr. Welr and Mr, Buchannan, Mise 
M. McIntyre, a cousin of Mr. Buchannan, 
and hig father and mother, all of whom 
were in the building at the time and in 
the act of breakfasting when the fire oc- 
curred downstairs in the workshop. One 
of the occupants, Mise McIntyre, jumping 
from the window to effect her escape, sus- 
tained injuries to her spine and will have 
to undergo X-ray examination at the hos- 
pital, The other members of the family, 
also trapped upstairs, made their escape 
without injury. 

Five minutes before the flames were dis- 
covered reaching up from the workshop 
below to the upstairs dwelling, the own- 
ers had been downstairs and everything 
wos then apparently in a normal! condi- 
ton. On discovering the flames and on 
making a second entry to tne workshop 
hey enw the fire raging around the elec- 
tric meter and along the telephone wires 
in the interior northwest corner of the 
room. ‘There was no gasoline in the 
building and the owners are unable to, at 
(resent, determine the cause of the fire. 


Place Burns Quickly. 

The fire brigade, being quickly notified, 
No, 1 responded readily, but its efforts 
were unavailing to stop the progress of 
the flames and the place burned down very 
quickly. It is thought by the owner of 
the building that the pressure was not 
very good, Mr. Buchannan stating also that 
{t was, in his estimation, fully half an 
hour before a stream was applied to the 
burning buflding. 

The efforts of the brigade were first di! 
rected to the warehouse, where boats were 
stored and when this showed sigue of fail- 
ure, firemen were requested by Mr. Weir, 
one of the owvers, to apply full force to 
saving of the machinery, according to the 
statement of Mr, Buchanan, and it 1s al- 
leged that rough treatment was accorded 
Mr. Weir, who has lodged complaint with 
the city police, 

50 Boats Destroyed. 

There were about 60 boats of one kind 
and another in the building and were 
ready for delivery next Tuesday to tho 
owners, These were all destroyed and in- 
cluded a cruiser Jaunch for the Lumsden- 
Hubbert company, and the Imperial Ot) 
company, and were intended for use this 
summer in northern water. 

Fortunate circumstances saved one valu- 
able boat, the new Hudson's Bay launch, 
valued at $2,200, and delivered only the 
evening prior to the fire. 

About a dozen boats, owned by private 
Individuals and business concerns in the 


elty and atored on the premises were also 
dostroyed and represent a loss of several 
thousand dollars. 

Bulld up Steady Trade, 

The Alberta Motor Boat company has 
been jn business here for upwards of 4 
dozen yenrs and has bullt up a steady 
trade and this spring was particularly 
busy building for northern traders and 
the loss sustained is keenly felt by the 
owners, Six expert bont-builders are now 
out of employment, besides the owners of 
the business, as @ result of the fire,

Only in the co-operation of every 
livestock man in the carrying out of 
a thorough dipping, will it be possible 
to obtain the desired results from this, 
and bring about the eventual lifting of 
the blanket quarantine which has ex- 
isted so long, and has proven such a 
detriment to the cattle indutry. The er- 
adication of the disease means better 
prices, and increased business, with 
unrestricted movement of cattle ship- 
ments, it is pointed out.
